Shea,  83,  presented  two  concerts  at 
‘  Walnut  Stmt  CSiurdi,  Louisville,  Ky., 
F)eb.  15-16.  He  was  accmnpanied  by 
Don  Hustad,  senior  professor  of 
church  music  at  Southern  Seminary 
in  Louisville 

Although  these  concerts  weren’t 
billed  as  an  anniversary  event,  they 
mariced  50  years  of  making  music 
together  for  the  two  men.  Th^  first 
met  in  1942  at  a  Chicago  radio  station 
owned  by  Moody  Bible  Institute  and 
went  on  to  work  with  the  Billy 
Graham  Evangelistic  Association. 

Shea  has  starred  with  the  Graham 
organization  since  1947.  Hustad  left 
the  crusade  team  in  1967  to  teach  at 
Southern  Seminary. 

Shea,  perhaps  best  known  for  his 
raidition  of  “How  Great  Thou  Art,” 
said  he  realizes  the  world  of  sacred 
music  has  changed  dramatically  dur¬ 
ing  his  lifetime  “I’d  be  foolish  to  try 
to  change  with  it,”  he  said. 


However,  Shea  said  be  appreciates 
mai^  modem  aspects  of  music 
ministry.  When  asked  for  advice  from 
contemporary  singers,  “I  say  to  than, 
make  sure  tb^’ve  got  jood  words  and 
let  them  hear  it,”  he  said. 

Hustad,  who  tm  accompanied  Shea 
oH  and  on  for  the  past  50  years,  said 
most  ot  the  smigs  Shea  sings  were 
popular  30  to  50  years  a^. 

‘*171636  are  (rid,  tired  songs,  but  they 
come  alive  when  he  sings  them.” 

The  songs  have  impact,  Hustad 
said,  because  Shea  “is  so  word  con¬ 
scious.  The  word  is  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  thing  to  him.” 

Shea  a&iits  some  singers  sacrifice 
words  for  a  beautiful  ton^  but  he  uses 
vocal  tecdinique  as  a  tool  to  frame  the 
words.  “We  must  get  the  message 
across,”  he  explained. 

Motive  also  is  important  for  aspir¬ 
ing  Christian  singers.  Shea  (mmseled, 
pi^cting  those  who  get  into  the  busi¬ 
ness  only  for  fame  soon  will  foil  away. . 

“Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  sing 
the  gospel  is  not  to  sell  rec^irds,”  he 
said.

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Mother  emerges  from  grief, 
publishes  journal  to  help  heal 


COUSHATTA,  La.  (BP)  —  “Mom, 
I’m  all  right”  was  the  last  thing 
14-year-old  Weston  Sandefer  told  his 
mother  May  2,  1967.  When  Kathleen 
Sandefer  saw  her  son  several  hours 
later,  he  was  dead  frcnn  a  self-inflicted 
shotgjm  wound. 

A  aiv(»ced  mother,  Kathleen  fought 
to  hang  on  to  her  desire  to  live.  In  her 
slow  journey  on  the  road  of  grieT 
recovery,  she  credits  the  loving  sup¬ 
port  of  her  daughter.  Shea,  who  was 
graduating  from  hi^  school  at  the 
time,  and  the  members  of  First 
Chui^  of  Coushatta. 

Kathleen’s  grief  process  took  longer 
than  some  thought  necessary,  she 
says,  but  it  led  to  a  deepened  foith  in 
God  and  unexpecited  ministries. 

'These  ministries  include  writing  a 
book,  counseling  with  numerous  per¬ 
sons  who  have  faced  similar  pro¬ 
blems,  and  sharing  her  story 
whene\^  and  wherever  opportunities 
arise  In  doing  so,  she  has  extended 
her  ministry  for  besrond  her  small 
northwest  Louisiana  community 
throi]^  various  media. 

In  1987  Kathleen  never  suspected 
the  depth  of  de|Hession  her  son  was 
going  throu^  a  month  before  his  15th 
birtfofoy,  she  says,  because  the  hie^ 
school  freshman  tried  to  make  his 
mother  think  things  were  normal. 

She  knew  Weston  was  struggling 
with  Attention  Deficit  DisoroOT,  a 
chemical  imbalance  in  the  brain  that 
causes  poor  motor  control,  a  short  at¬ 
tention  span,  and  a  hurit  df  memory. 


He  was  diagnosed  with  ADD  at  age  10 
but  shejdiiln’t  know  the  drugs  he  was 
taking  for  the  ADD  made  him  suscep¬ 
tible  to  depression  and  suicide. 

Kathleen  believes  Weston  was  deep¬ 
ly  d^Hfessed,  foiling  behind  in  s<riiool, 
craving  acceptam^  from  his  peers, 
seeking  to  escape  his  problems 
through  alciriiol,  and  avoiding  adult 
supervision. 

Problems  pushed  Weston  to  the 
point  he  could  see  nothing  but  pain 
and  failure  in  his  future  when  be  com¬ 
mitted  suicid^  Kathleen  surmises. 

She  found  his  body  in  his  bedroom. 

Almost  five  years  later,  Sandefer 
still  grieves  for  her  son. 

Sometimes,  it  is  visible  for  a  mo¬ 
ment  in  her  eyes  or  an  expressi<m  on 
her  face  as  she  speaks  about  his 
death.  Just  as  qui<duy,  she  can  re(»l] 
a  happy  memory  <A  Weston  and  her 
fo(%  li^ts  up.  %e  is  able  Ixmestly  to 
say,  “I’m  all  r^t.” 

AJong  the  way,  she  has  kept  a  kw- 
nal  of  ^  feeling  thoughts,  and  im¬ 
pressions  because  she  felt  ^  (xmld 
not  or  should  not  burden  others  with 
her  tormenting  menMxies,  grief,  and 
depression,  she  says. 

Although  Kathleen  says  she  nevo* 
planned  to  show  anyone  her  journal, 
she  has  used  parts  of  it  in  a  book  she 
has  written,  titled  “Mom,  I’m  All 
Ri^.” 

Since  it  was  puUisbed  in  1990  she 
has  sold  more  than  3,000  books  and 
given  away  about  400  to  libraries  and 
pe(^e  who  have  lost  loved  ones  or 


have  a  fomily  member  who  suffers 
from  ADD.  Tte  book  has  received  the 
endorsement  of  the  national  Teen 
Suicide  Prevention  Thsk  Force 

In  addition  to  the  individuals  she 
meets  personally,  Kathleen  says  she 
has  correspond^  with  many  more 
persons  who  have  read  her  book  or 
heard  her  speak.  Since  the  book  was 
published,  she  says  she  has  receivoi 
m(M%  than  200  letters  from  persons 
who  have  had  similar  experiences, 
wanted  mcnre  information  on  ADD  or 
suicide  or  wanting  to  promote  the 
book.  Last  week,  ste  received  a  letter 
from  a  support  organization  for 
suicide  survivors  in  Australia  about 
{Mtimoting  the  book. 

Desfrite  Weston’s  problems  as  a 
teen-ager,  Katldeen  says  she  takes 
comfort  in  knowing  he  accepted  Jesus 
Christ  as  his  Savior  and  requested 
baj^m  prior  to  his  death. 

‘^vii^  a  Christian  foith  and  com- 
municati^  with  G(xi  in  the  depths  of 
my  soul  was  the  only  way  I  got 
through  some  of  the  darkest  days. 

“Claiming  mromises  I  found  in  the 
BiUe  was  au  I  had  to  hang  on  to  some 
days.

ATLANTA  (BP)  —  Saying  the  issue 
of  inerrancy  has  been  settled,  the 
president  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
said  now  is  the  time  for  healing  and 
reconciliation. 

“Much  has  been  said  about 
broadening  the  tent  It  is  time  to  make 
ttot  rhetoric  reality,”  Larry  Lewis  tdd 
Hmne  Mission  Board  trustees  during 
their  spring  meeting  in  Atlanta.

From  (Cothen’s  standpoint,  the 
predi^tating  event  was  a  disagree¬ 
ment  with  Leavell  over  the  launch  of 
a  baccalaureate  program  at  the 
school.

‘The  president  wanted  me  to  give 
approval  on  short  notice,to  the  bac¬ 
calaureate  degree,”  (Cothen  said  in  an 
interview  with  the  Louisiana  Baptist 
Message  “I  felt  I  could  not  do  it.” 

Cothen  responded  to  the  disagree- 
moit  by  delivering  a  handwritten  let¬ 
ter  to  Leavell ’s  office  while  the  presi¬ 
dent  was  out.

BUCHAREST,  Romania  (BP)  - 
Romanian  Baptists  have  refused  to 
accept  $20,000  reallocated  to  them  by 
the  Fneign  Mission  Board  from  funds 
originally  earmarked  for  the  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  at  Ri&chlikon, 
Switzerland. 

A  letter  faxed  to  the  Fiueign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  on  March  3  stated, 
“Because  of  the  misunderstanding 
raised  around  this  subject  and  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  Baptist  press  concern¬ 
ing  our  stand,  we  cannot  accept  this 
moi^.”  The  letter  was  signed  by 
Vasile  Ihlos,  Resident  of  the  Ro¬ 
manian  Baptist  Union,  and  Nic 
Ghe<N*^ta,  general  secretary. 

'Rdos  indicated  Rmnanian  Baptists 
would  be  willing  to  accept  Foreign 
Mission  Board  assistance  if  the 
money  involved  was  not  that  which 
had  been  reallocated  from 
Ruschlikon.  “If  (the)  Foreign  Mission 
Board  decided  to  suj^rt  financially 
the  Baptist  churches  of  Romania  and 
their  institutes  from  other  funds  than 


those  appropriated  to  Ruschlikon  in¬ 
itially,  we  would  gladly  accept  any 
help,”  he  wrote  in  the  March  3  letter. 

nie  $20,000  was  part  of  the  $365,000 
Foreign  Mission  Board  trustees  cut 
from  the  Ruschlikon  seminary  last 
October,  an  actiiHi  they  reaffirmed  in 
December.  Trustees  cited  liberal  ^ 
theology  and  excessive  costs  as  two 
key  reasons  for  the  defunding.  But  the 
defunding  action  also  sparked  a 
widespread  backlash  of  protest  from 
many  S(Hithern  Baptists,  including 
resolutions  from  10  state  Baptist  con¬ 
ventions,  and  many  European 
Baptists. 

Steve  Hardy,  FMB  trustee  from 
North  C^arolina,  said  the  Romanian 
refusal  to  accept  the  $20,000  indicates 
“they  want  to  deal  with  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  with  as  much  integri¬ 
ty  as  possible.”

Fellowship  chooses 
first  “missioners”

ATLANTA  (ABP)  -  The 
(^operative  Baptist  Fellowship  mov¬ 
ed  a  step  closer  to  doing  mission  wcait 
in  Europe  March  13  when  its  Coor¬ 
dinating  Council  adopted  a  strat^ 
fOT  partnership  with  European  Bap¬ 
tists  and  picked  its  first  two  “mis- 
sioners.” 

Members  of  the  council  were  told 
they  soon  will  be  asked  to  employ 
(Tiarles  and  Kathie  Thomas,  the 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  to 
Romania  who  resigned  in  January  to 
protest  what  th^  said  was  a  new 
agenda  for  missions  at  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board. 

Jimmy  Allen,  co-chairperson  of  the 
‘councU’a  global  mnsiens  minatry 
group,  said  appointment  of  the 
Thomases  will  await  a  formal  request 
from  the  Baptist  union  in  France, 
where  the  couple  served  as  FMB  mis¬ 
sionaries  for  17  years  and  plan  to 
return  under  Fellowship  sponsorship. 

The  council  also  agreed  to  start  an 
annual  global-missions  offering  to 
help  fund  their  projects,  global 
mis^ohs  ministry  group,  which  ex¬ 


pects  to  spend  about  $900,000  on 
worldwide  projects  in  1992,  asked  the 
council  to  ^d^t  $2.5  million  for  the  - 
expanded  mission  efforts  in  1993,  with 
half  of  that  earmarked  for  European 
missions. 

At  its  last  meeting  in  January,  the 
CocMxlinating  Council  voted  to  hire 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  in 
Europe  who  are  dissatisfied  with  the 
current  direction  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  and  who  fit  into  the 
Fellowship’s  strategy  for  Europe. 

In  addition  to  appointing  the 
Thomases,  the  Feilowship’s  strategy 
calls  for  hiring  a  stateside  missions 
coordinator  and  European-based 
coonUnatnrtorintssions  on  the  con¬ 
tinent.  No  candidates  were  announc¬ 
ed,  but  Fellowship  leaders 
acknowledge  they  would  like  to  hire 
Keith  Parker,  former  FMB  area  direc¬ 
tor  for  Europe,  to  fill  the  overseas 
post. 

Fellowship  leaders  said  adopting 
the  European  statement  of  principles
